ATTEMPTED INVESTIGATION. 


Charges Against Clerk Eads at Jef- 
ferson Made the Subject 
of a Resolution.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 1.—A 
scandal connected with a woman and involv- 
ing the engrossing clerk's office was made 
the subject of a resolution introduced in 
the House this morning by Mr. Buckner of 
Pike. The resolution reads: 

Whereas, There have been various clerks 
elected by this House to preside over the 
conduct of the business referred by the

Whereas, Any scandal in any of these de- 
partments reflects upon the Housg; and, 

Whereas, There appeared in the Sedalia 
Evening Democrat, a newspaper of general 
circulation. on the 18th inst., a scurrilous 
article, as follows: 

(Title): It Is Effie, Not Pansy. 

“Pansy Howe, a former inmate of Lou Mo- 
Clelian’s immoral resort, who on leaving 
here went to Jefferson City, where she was 
known as “Birdie Wells,’ is now one of the 
clerks in the Republican House of Repre- 


sentatives and is drawing pay under the 
name of ‘Effie Johnson; and. 

Whereas, In consequence of said scandal, 
it is currently reported that on protest by 
some of the employes in said office they 
were discharged the chief of the engross- 
ing force, notwithstanding the fact that 
they had faithfully, at all times, discharged 
the duties of their positions; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That a committee of three mem- 
bers of this House be appointed by the 
Speaker to investigate the above charges 
and report to this House as to the truth or

A HOME FOR A FARM. 


T. A. Meyers Says Basye Gave a Farm 
He Did Not Own, and Wrong- 
fully Mortgaged a Home. 


Isaac Walter Basye, a real estate dealer 
of Bowling Green and St. Louis, was ar- 
rested by a deputy sheriff at 715 Chestnut 
street, at 10 a. m., on a warrant charging 
him with obtaining signatures to a written 
instrument by false pretenses. 

The warrant was issued several days ago 
at the instance of R. 8. McDonald, for his 
client, T. A. Meyers. 

Col. McDonald alleged that Basye ob- 
tained from Meyers a deed to a house 
and lot in Woodlawn, St. Louis County, 
in exchange for a ninety-acre lot in Pike 
County, near Bowling Green, that he did 
not own; that Basye made a pretense at 
depositing the deed of transfer in escrow 


with the Central Trust Co., but instead 
kept it, inserted the name of his son, Otto 
Basye, as the party of the second part, and 
on the same day that e filed the deed 
in Clayton, he borrowed $62, in the name 
of his son on the property. d meanwhile 
Meyers was in Bowling Green fighting for 
possession of a farm which Basye never 
owned. n 

Meyers is a penniless man with a family, 
out of employment, and not „ 
household furniture, for he sold what he 
had to bring back his fam to St. Louis. 
Col. McDonald and Meyers, his client, told 
in substance this story. Meyers was a 
bookkeeper for the E. E. Souther Iron Com- 
pany, and hapog_ = his $4,700 cottage home 
at Woodlawn. e answered an vertise- 
ment for a trade of city property for 
farms and made Basye’s acquaintance. The 
latter took a deep interest in Meyers and 
promised to better his condition. sye 
said he had had trouble with his wife, but 
she had come around and would sign a 
deed of conveyance of the %-acre farm in 
Pike County.“ 

Meyers went to Bowling Green Sept. 8, 
and looked at the farm. Mr. Parks, the ten- 
ant of Mrs. Steele of Elmira, N. T., said to 
be the real owner of the place, was pointed 
out to Meyers as one of Basye’s many 
foremen. According to Meyers, Basye said

With his foes fighting bim bitterly in New 
York and in many other counties, with o- 
time friends rising up and mustering regt- 
ments of political free-Deoters to Oppose 
him, with the State Legislature fast slip- 
ping from his grasp and with the prospect 
of having his enemies capture the delega- 
tion to the next national convention, Thos. 
C. Platt is to-day as miserable a man a5 
ever posed for a boss. He is broken in health 
and spirits. His physician has told him 
plainly that his health demanded rest and 
quiet, and has urged him te go away. But 
Platt has refused, for fear that flight would 
be charged to cowardice, and in his absence 
his opponents would have no difficulty in 
wresting from him the remnant of his 
power. 

A little more than a month ago a contest- 
ing Republican delegate to the Saratoga 
convention, who lives in a Hudson River 
county, not more than seventy-five miles 
from New York, received a written request 
to all upon a well known citizen of Ohio. 
He promptly accepted, for he had already 
received an in ation that from Ohio 
would sh me words of cheer for the 
anti-Platt The Ohioan in brief said 
this to hint: 

‘The triends of Maj. McKinley are anx- 
ious to get for him a vindication of his tariff 
views. We want him to appear in the next 
national convention with the votes of the 
aélegates of all the high tariff States pledged 
tohim. Every effort is to be made to secure 
his nomination, but at any rate, even if we 
fail in that, we want to be sure of his re- 
ceiving a generous support. 

"This State is a high protective State, and 
Maj. McKinley is therefore its logical candi- 
date. Knowing something of the feeling 
that has been growing up in the breasts of 
leading Republicans here against Mr. Platt, 
we are prepared to help these leaders in 
return for their aid in behalf of our candi- 
date. 

“We know positively that Mr. Platt has 
promised Thos. B. Reed to obtain for him 
the delegation from this State, and that he 
will stop at nothing to accomplish this. We 
also know that Reed has no place in the 
hearts of New Yorkers, but that Benjamin 
Harrison is very popular here. We feel,

WOMAN WANTS TO GOVERN.. 


Need of Her Co-operation Discussed by 
the Council. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Various phases 
of moral reform were advocated and dis- 
cussed at the sessions of the National 
Council of Women to-day. There were two 
sessions during the day and the need of 


organization and co-operation of women in 
accomplishing improvements in Govern- 
ment methods were generally urged. 

A feature of the morning session was the 
presentation of a greeting from the Ameri- 
can Proportional Representation League. 
It eye its wy mew A with the aims, 
principles and ideas looking to the better- 
ment of the condition of womankind, di- 
rectly or indirectly of mankind, and held 
that the best form of Gov ent is a rep- 
resentative one, meet an ofall citizens of 
the age of discretion. ter citing illustra- 
tions from the recent elections to support 
the contention that the present method of 
elec representatives does not secure the 
rule of the majority, the league accounts 
for this, not in gerrymandering, but in the 
nature of the system, and says the reme- 
dy lies in electing Representatives from the 
State at large by means of a proportional 
vote. The Swiss, or free list system, is cited 
as the best scheme for accomplishing this 
plan, as dovetailing into present methods 
and giving the maximum result with the 
minimum of change. It Was urged as im- 
portant to women because it was right and 
will enable them to accomplish their aims. 
Mrs. Lillie Deveraux Blake of New York 
City took a strong négative view of the 
theory that physical force is the basis of 
Government. She reviewed military ac- 
tions, duels and. conflicts from the earliest 
days, and asserted that the constant 
medieval conflicts so drained the nations of 
their young manhood that the people of to- 
ow 4 are the descendants of the mere riff- 
raff of the middle ages. The closely woven 
industrialities that bind nations together 
were cited as a factor of immense impor- 
tance in the abolition of war in the world: 
and the revival of the mili spirit shown 
in the drilling ot boys and the increase of 
the standing army was deprecated as fool- 
ish, and the movement characterized as 
a useless and silly absurdity.

The Fatal Wound Given by M. Le 


Cheatelier, Officer of the 
French Marines. 


PARIS, March -M. Percher, one of the 
editors of the Journal des Debats, was 
killed in a duel fought with swords this 
morning, by M. Le Cheatelier, an officer of 
Mariges. The duel was the result of a per- 
sonal difficulty between the two gentlemen. 
It occurred on the Island of Grand Jatte in 
the River Seine. At the first encounter M. 
Le Cheatelier’s sword passed through M. 
Percher’s guard, penetrating his body below 
the right armpit and pierced his right lung. 
The wounded man died in a few rhinutes. 


CHINESE DEFEAT. 


A Force of 13,000 Repulsed by the Japa- 
nese at Hai-Ching. 


HIROSHIMA, March 1—Field Marshal 
Count Oyama reports under date of Feb.

On Feb. 2% 13,000 Chi- 
nese troops attacked Hai-Ching, but were 
repulsed and retreated to Yin Koa. The 
Japanese loss was twenty killed 250 
wounded.

Ton Tuo KILLED. 


Accident on the Inter-Oceanic Road in 
2 Mexico. 


CITY OF MEXICO, March 1.—A dispatch 
from Ayotta, forty kilometers from this 
city, gives brief details of a railroad acci- 


dent on the Inter-Oceanie Railroad yester- 
day in which forty-two persons were killed 
and thirty injured. The accident occurred 
on a curve an the side of the mountains, 
five coaches being derailed and thrown 
downi nto the canyon. Owing to the wires 
breaking further details were not received. 
The first news of the catastrophe was a 
message to Dr. Alfred Bray, an American 
physician of this city, shortly before 2 
o’clock yesterday, summoning him to Ayot- 
ta to care for twenty persons who were 
wounded. Ten were reported killed in the 
accident, but later reports swelled the num- 
ber to forty-two. The derailed train was 
due here at 8 o'clock last evening. It was a 
special, composed of ten passenger coaches 
filled with religious pilgrims, which left this 
city yesterday morning for the shrine of 
Sacremente in Amecameca. A relief train 
was dispatched to the scene at 2 o'clock 
with Dr. Bray and five Mexican surgeons, 
The engineer, an American, whose name 
can not be ascertained, is fatally injured,

ng agents in buyi them. Scores of other 
transactions of a similar nature are enum- 
erated. The institution has cost nearly 
forty thousand dollars a year, the total at- 
tendance being about fifteen mere children 
who should have been in the common 
schools of Payne County. There never hav- 
ing been over a dozen students present 
from outside of that County.

In accordance with the resolution adopted 
Thursday by the City Hall Commission, the 
Board of Public Improvements reconsidered 
its vote on the approval of the crdinance 
to appropriate $100,000 for the resumption of 
work on the new City Hall, amended and 
again approved the ordinance. It had been 
sent to the House of Delegates. The amend- 
ment gives the Board of Public Improve- 
ments full power to contract for the heat- 
ing and ventilation of the building.

HOMES IN MISSOURI. 


When the Republican party came into 
control of the Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives everybody had a right to ex- 
pect that one of the very first acts of that 
body would be the passage of a bill to 
encourage immigration to this State. The 
Republicans have talked and written of 
little else for more than twenty years. 
The “advancing tread of invincible mil- 
lions” has been the one motto emblazoned 
on their political shield. 

Yet the legislative session ig approach- 
ing its end without a single word from 
the Republican members upon this sub- 
ject. 

Gov. Stone in his biennial message 
strongly recommended either the estab- 
lishment of a Board of Immigration or 
the creation of the office of Immigration 
Commissioner, with an appropriation of 
about $10,000. But the only movement 
thus far made by the Legislature in that 
direction is the offering of a bill by Sen- 
ator Walker, a Democrat, providing for. 
a commission Of fifteen persons, to be 
appointed by the Governor and charged 

with the duty of advertising the State. 

The probabilities are that one intelli- 
gent, active man could accomplish more 
than fifteen, but the Walker bill should 
at least have the earnest attention of 
the Legislature, to the end that something 
may finally be done in the way Of en- 
couraging immigration to Missouri.

A DANGEROUs PRECEDENT. 


In the controversy between Gov. Stone 
and Gov. Altgeld concerning the Goulding 
‘extradition case the position of the Mis- 
sourl Executive is absolutely correct. 
Gov. Stone’s argument in support of his 
position from the standpoints of law, 
equity and public policy is clear, con- 
vincing, unassailable. ‘ 

It is true, as Gov. Altgeld affirms, a 
Governor may exercise discretion in the 
granting or withholding of extradition, 
but this discretion has been clearly de- 
fined by the courts. Its limitations are 
set forth with great clearness by Gov. 
Stone. Its exercise is to be determined 
by law and never by mere whim or preju- 
dice. A Governor who sets aside the 
forms of law and the authority of courts 
in response to personal appeals and im- 
pressions based upon ex parte testimony 
and uncorroborated information exercises 
his discretion in a manner contrary to 
public policy. 

If the example of Gov. Altgeld in this 
case were generally followed it would 
substitute whim and caprice for the or- 
derly operation of law. It would make 
each State a Botany Bay for the fugitive 
criminals from other States. The en- 
forcement of law would become a mock- 
ery. 

The Governor ,of Illinois has made a 
most dangerous precedent.

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MUST LEARN ENGLISH. 


In view of the recent rulings by Judges 
Valliant and Edmunds against the nat- 
uralization of persons who cannot under- 
stand and speak the English language, it 
is interesting to learn that of the 288,020 
immigrants who landed in this country 
during the year 1894, 14 per cent were 
unable to read and 19 per cent unable to 
write their own language. 

More than that, 43 per cent of the total 
immigration was from Austria-Hungary, 
Italy, Poland and Russia, and presuma- 
bly all of this percentage absolutely 
ignorant of the English language. When 
to this is added the very large immigra- 
tion from France, Germany and Scandi- 
navia of persons who cannot read or 
write their own language, it will be seen 
that the determination of St. Louls 
judges that intending citizens shall at 
least know the language of this country 
is supported by suggestive facts. 

It ie an important step towards the 
education of illiterate foreigners. It will 
develop a closer personal interest in the 
country of their adoption by those de- 
sirous of sharing in its privileges, and 
will go far to destroy the Little Italys“ 
and “Little Germanys” of our great

THE SCHOOL AGE FOR MI D RER. 


A concurrent resolution is pending in 
both houses of the Missouri Legislature 
providing for the submission of a con- 
stitutional amendment to the voters of 
the State which, if adopted, will reduce 
the limit of the school age for children 
from 6 years (as it is now) to 5 years. 
In each house the resolution is indorsed 
by a favorable committee report, and in 
the opinion of the Post-Dispatch it should 
pass without serious opposition. , . 
In the first place, this is peculiarly a 
question which the people of the State 
should have the opportunity of determin- 
ing in the light of the largér educational 
experience of the present time. When the 
present Constitution was adopted fixing 
the age limit at 6 years the kindergarten, 
that benefaction for mothers and chil- 
dren, was practically unknown in Mia- 
souri. Yet the kindergarten methods, 
now fully understood and easily and 
cheaply applied, make the formative 
years from 4 to 6 perhaps the most im- 
portant educational period of the child's 
life. The State suffers an irremediable 
loss when these years, especially the year 
from 5 to 6, are permitted to go unim- 
proved,

STATE LEGISLATURES. 


An Indiana Measure Placing Military 
Above Civil Authorfties. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 1.—The bill 
for the reorganization of the State militia 
and appropriating $45, 000 for this purpose 
has passed the Senate and only awaits the 
Governor’s signature. Under this bill when 
the military is called to suppress a disturb- 
ance, the commander of the military is 
placed in authority over the civil officers, 
and he is made the judge of the require- 
ments of the situation. The practical effect 
of the bill is to place under martial law 
those localities to which the military is 
called to suppress riots, and hereafter 
when the militia is assailed with sticks and 
stones and coupling pins the commander 
will not have to withhold the order to fire 
until some Sheriff concludes that the emer- 
gency has arrived.

and bankrupti our business men. The 
crisis cannot be képt up much longer.

Why not protect 
ourselves against the East? 

DAVID B. JAMES. 

Mr. James says he leves his country, but 
he believes in the e of the West and 
the establishment of a republic with its 
own Cabinet and President. He is a Cali- 
fornia pioneer. He said: 

We have no chance here without we es- 
tablish a 14 Republic and tax the 
East. It can done without the firing of 4 
gun, and it will mean prosperity to the 
masses. We can produce everything we need 
right here and the states west of the 
Rocky Mountains ought to be-centered into 
one vast empire. We do not want the East 
to interfere with us or legislate for us, 
because our interests are widely different. 
They do not understand our Chinese or 
Japanese problems, nor do they understand 
many other questions peculiar to us. 

“We take out $15,000,000 of bullion annual- 
ly; we produce everything needed in the 
entire range of human consumption and if 
we can only escape from the Eastern im- 
portations which are favored by the rail- 
roads, we Will have prosperous times and 
work for all our idle people as well as for 
those unborn. Our only connection with 
the East need be in case of war. We could 
have offensive and defensive treaties and 
there would never be any trouble between 
the two sections. It would still be, America 
and freedom.“

Chicago, Detroit and elsewhere are here to 
invest in producing malleable fron direct 
from the mold, like cast iron. The Hartley 
Iron Company already has one million 
capital with furnaces and extensive experi- 
ment works where Hartley has been work- 
ing for years backed by enthusiastic be- 
lievers in the patent.

EDISON COMPROMISE BILL. 


City Counselor Marshall Expresses Some 
Very Decided Views. 


The Council Committee on Public Im- 
provements met at 4 p. m. Among the sub- 
jects to be wrestled with is the Anderson 
bill relieving the Edison Illuminating Com- 
pany of the obligation to pay 5 per cent of 
its gross receipts into the city treasury in 
exchange for the provision of the ordinance 
obligating the city to contribute to the cost 
of putting the Edison Company’s wires 
underground in cage the city should order 
this done. 

City Counselor Marshall does not believe 
the Edison Company is bound to pay the 5 
per cent. In this opinion he is not supported 
by many of the ablest lawyers of St. Louis. 
Mr. Marshall was asked how the gift of 


$100,000 of accrued obligations and the source 
of a large permanent revenue, which the 
city would — . in case his opinion is not 
sustained, would compare with relief from 
the problematical obligation to contribute 
to an unspecified extent to the laying of a 
conduit by or for the Edison Company. He 
answered: “It is extremely doubtful in 
fact, almost certain that the city will never 
order the Edison Company Iz gut its wires 
underground. The General Assembly of Mis- 
souri may order the Bdison Company to go 
into a municipal conduit otherwise public. 
I do not believe anybody wants the n 
Company to bury its wires alone. It is 
hardly within the bilities that St. Louis 
will ever be called on to pay out a cent on 
this account.“

This pre- 
diction is being verified, and the course of 
the Republican party in doing what it could 
to sustain the use of silver as a money metal 
without undertaking to bear the whole 
burden of its complete rehabilitation is 
vindicated. In the next Congress, or as soon 
as it is in a position to legislate, the Repub- 
lican party will go at the question of bimet- 
allism an — reform mindful that all 
wise and prudent legislation involves com- 
promises; and it will endeavor to secure a 
result that will safely reflect the sound sen- 
timent of the whole country and secure the 
best interests of all.“ 

This movement that has recently started 
in Europe,” Chairman Springer of the 
Committee on Banking and Currency, must 
not be construed as an effort for the remon- 
etization of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. On 
the contrary, there are few if any European 
statesmen who believe the remonetization 
is possible.
